Corporations have no souls, how- 


ever, and no sense of personal feeling. 
Thoy nre as a rule run on cold, calcu- 
lating, business principle. As a matter 
ot Bound business policy, it may bo 
proper enough for the Pennsylvania 
management to brandish the Big Stick 
Just at this particular tlmo. but if it 
fails to scare the Legislature, and the 
Tno-Cent bill is pn.sseri, It is not prob- 
able that there will be any attempt to 
ad<l to the tosses by a losing' policy 
of any kind for the purpose of grat- 
ifying personal ruseiumonts on tho 
part of its officers and managers. They 
will make the most ot the changed 
coadltions, and with their pluns tho 
public will hare to bo satisfied; and 
tho public should bo satisfied, because 
tholr representatives will havo been 
instrumental In. changing them.
